What or It? — Forney, the telegraph 
informs us, has declared for Genera! ; 
Grant as the radical candidate for the i ' 
Presidency, the declaration being ap- 
pointed to appear yesterday in Forney's 
“two papers, both daily." What of it? 

Since the t Ictober elections, nobody, we 
suppose, has doubted that General Grant 
could get the radical nomination, if he 
would have it; the only question has been 
as to whether or not he would have it , 
And this question the elections of j 
Tuesday with Forney s panic-struck re- 
sponse to them render more instead ; 
of less doubtful. They certainly do I 
not settle it in the affirmative. If 
General Grant has the sense which is com- ' 
monly escribed to him, they will go far to 
settle il in the negative. They have made 
the nomination less worth having than it 
was before and, as he hesitated then, he | 
now may well make op his mind to reject t 
it. But this, in our judgment, is his busi- 
ness. It appears to us to concern him : 
mote than it concerns the country. 

For our own part, we confess that we i 
do not fear General Grant as the radical 
I candidate for the Presidency. In that ca- 
pacity we do not believe that he would be 
formidable. Such is the faith that is in | 
us. And we can give several reasons for 1 
it. At present let two or three suffice. 

In the tirst place, General Grant's avail- 
ability, if he has any, cousists in his odor 
of conservatism, which his acceptance of 1 
the radical nomination would destroy, aud 
in his military fame, which as an element [ 
of availability is pretty thoroughly ex- 
hausted. Military fame is losing its vir- 
j tue with the people. Ten months hence, 
it is as likely to be an element of weak- I 
! ness as oi strength. In our opinion, it is 
not now an element of strength. On this 
I point, we quite agree with Senator Wade, ' 
a lively account of whose views we pub- 
lish elsewhere in the Journal of to day. In 
| the second place, General Grant, as we 
I think, cannot bring out the whole strength 
of the radical party. His antecedents are 
! such that be cannot attract the extremists 
| without repelling the moderates From the 
| one or the olher, he is bound to receive, if 
| not positive opposition, very lukewarm sup- 
port. In the third place, his nomination l 
would he regarded as a triumph of the 
! moderates over the extremists, which in | 

1 all probability wonld occasion the ex- I 
tremists to demand, and the moderates i 
< to yield, not only the platform and the ' 
candidate for the Vice-presidency, hut J 
• measures of legislation and modes of ad- j 
1 ministration that could not fail to increase I 
j the odium of the party. His nomination, 

; in other words, would prove the means of 
| betraying the moderates into the 
| hands of the extremists, leaving the 
cloven foot of the party more fully 
exposed than if Wade or Chase were the 
nominee, for in that case the moderates 
would be on their guard, and the conces- 
sions would come from the other side. 
This is cur opinion. Other reasons we 
might'give, but at present, as we have 
said, let these suffice. 

They at all events suffice to ren- 
I der ns quite indifferent not merely to For- 
ney’s momentous declaration but to the 
I event which it contemplates. If we, the 
friends of constitutional liberty, can beat 
any radical candidate, we can beat General 
Giant. Our strength is in our cause. In 
this sign is our hope. And in this sign we 
shall conquer.

i Bar The Freedmen's Bureau was estab- 
lished by Congress on the 3d of March, 

I 1865, to continue during the war and one 
year afterwards, its prescribed work being

ITALY. 

Garibaldi and his sons ar* prisoners in 
the hands of “the gallant king," Victor 
Kinanuel.“As at Aspromonte, five years 
ago, so now, the man who has contributed 
more than king or court to the autonomy 
of Italy, finds the national armies across 
his path toward Rome. There is every 
reason to believe that the hesitating gov- 
ernment at Florence would have profited 
g'adly and promptly by the success of the 
Liberator, as it did in I860, when, landing 
in Sicily at the head of a thousand adven- 1 
lurers. and, like Cortez, leaving his burn- 1 
ing ships behind him, he swept like a tor- j 
nado from Marsala to Calalaliini, trout | 
thence huilingtheforlorn hope of Italy into , 
Palermo, city of centuries, thence across | 
Messina, following the clouds of battle- , 
smoke from Reggio, Cajazzo, and Voltur- 
no. till on the Tth of September he dashed 
into Naples to the music of the shouts of 
an oppressed people by him alone set free. 

As then the "lie galantuomo" received 
from his hands the sceptre, so now would 
he l ave willingly accepted from the same 
red hands the seven-hilled city. But from 
behind the parapets of S*. Angelo the two- 
faced eagles of France Hashed a more ter- 
rible defiance than the red-shirted battal- 
ions of the Homan Republic had fulmi- 
nated against the throne of Si. Peter; and | 
the bn Hied and blood-bathed soldiers of 
freedom could only return to the bosom 
and prisons of that Italy for whom they 
would have gladly died. 

The attempt to sei/.e Rome at this con- 
juucture was nothing less than foolhardy. 
What Ling of Savoy ever kept faith with j 
the people ? Garibaldi knew that he could j 
depend upon Victor Emanuel for nothing ; 
more substantial than the proverbial in- ’ 
gratitude of princes. He knew that 
France was pledged to maintaiu the tem- 
poral power of the Pope. He knew that 
Napoleon could break that pledge only 
at the risk of his throne; for to break 
faith with tbs church party who are 
his friends and to cast himself upon the 
sympathies of the people who are his 
enemies, however favorable might at one 
time e.r may at another time he the politi- , 
eal skies, would at the present moment so 
profoundly convulse France that out of ] 
her wreck to save a throne would he im- j 
possible. All the world knew it. So that 
while the bulletins from Italy were read j 
with a feverish hope that would scarcely : 
bear expression, every man said to his 
neighbor that the attempt must prove a 
failure, that the situation had prema- 
turely culminated, that Garibaldi had 
fallen into the evil hands of Mazzini, that 
the red shirts were well-meaning hut hot- 
headed and impractical zealots. Of 
course, if Prince Humbert had put him- 
self at the head of the armies of the King j 
and faced the legions of Napoleon at 
Civita Vecchia, it is just possible that out J 
of the European war, which would cer- 
tainly have ensued, Italy might have 
emerged regenerated and rehabilitated. 
But what man capable of rejection ex- 
pected ( we do not say hoped; that Victor 
Emanuel would do this? 

The situation is clearly embarrassing 
to both victors ftnd vanquished. The tri- 
umph of Napoleon is one of those victo- 
ries which cost more than defeat. It is | 
another of those diplomatic steps to take | 
which he seems to he irresistibly im- 
pelled by his evil genius, to avoid which 
I appears impossible, to consummate j 
which is to pile higher the barricade be- 
tween him and the people. It is not 
twelve months since, after seventeen 
years of armed intervention, he withdrew 
the laBt Zouave from the battlements of 
I Home, since lie was congratulated by the 
whole world npon his fortunate es- I 
cape from the difficult complica- 
tions cf occupation, since France 
1 publicly declared that “France abandons 
forever the mundane power of the Pope.' 
Pledged solemnly both for and against the 
unification of Italy, it is no longer doubt- | 
I ful which of his vows will be kept, which 
I broken. If he shall retire at once, no man 
will believe that be will Dot immediately 
I return at the first note of the bugles of the 
republic. And the next attack upon 
Rome can he made only when the power 
I of France is paralyzed or overawed, when 
I the trumpet call to arms echoes from Ve- 
I nice to Palermo, when a roused and 
angry people proclaims its anxiety to cast 
the gage of battle, if it he necessary, at 
I the feet of an opposing world. It needs 
i ut a breath of Italian air to stir the haze 
I that tests within the walls of the Eternal 
City, to lift the heavy clouds that hide 
from Italy her capital, to bring down from 
I the mountains in whose tops liberty never 
I lest her Lome a storm which neither king 
I nor emperor nor any ruler "by the grace 
I of God" may safely ride or dare 
I to face. It is not so long since 
Napoleon and Victor Emanuel bade 
fair to ride that storm, as it were the 
I victorious chariot of a Cu-sar, triumph- 
I ai.tly into Rome. But they Lave chosen 
to turn their backs upon the people, with 
whom alone success is possible; and their 
temporary gain will very possibly hasten 
their ultimate ruin. If they choose to 
lead Garibaldi blindfold into their tem- 
ples, Lis weakness, like that of Sampson, 
may prove strength sufficient to pulldown 
the pillars and wrap both himself and h's 
enemies in the ruius.

OUR NEW POSSESSIONS. 



The Copenhagen telegram which affirms 
the oft asserted, oft-denied purchase by 
the United States of the Danish posses- 
ions in the West Indies may be accepted 
as substantially true The three chief 
islands Santa Cruz, St Thomas, and St. 
Jan, or St John, with the series of lesser 
is|ets appurtenant thereto— will probably 
soon pass nnder the dominion of the Re- 
public; and the event will mark a grand 
era in our political history. Even the ac- 
quisition ot Russian America was a step 
in a familiar direction — that of territorial 
growth on the mainland of America. Thia 
is not a continental, hut an insular, an- 
nexation. and a planting of onr Sag in the 
Lesser Antilles at the entrance of the 
Caribbean Sea. The European press, from 
Lomlon to St. Petershurgh and from St. 
P‘ leishurgh to Rome, have already spoken 
of this negotiation as an excellent bargain 
for the United States. It is likely to be 
received with equal favor here at home — 
save, perhaps, from a part of those who 
shrank from the purchase of Russian 
America, and who will raise a fainter echo 
of their cry of ' economy, not responded 
to by the people at large. If what we get 
is worth more to us than what wc pay, the 
true economy is to buy. 

The advantages of this foothold we now, 
for the first time, get to the West Indies 
are twofold, military and commercial. 
The necessity of our possessing a naval 
station somewhere in the West Inliesdtas 
long been apparent The stations on oac 
South Atlantic and Gulf coasts have, 
through a short-sighted policy, basedupon 
the angry feelings begot by civil war, been 
suffered to fall into neglect, and the actual 
needs ot the yards at Norfolk, Pensacola, 
and elsewhere have not been supplied. 
But even were all our coastwise stations 
what they should be, the necessity of this 
one remaios. What we need is an arsenal, 
a coaling station and a depot for refitting 
aud supply directly ia the West Indies, 
where the cruising ground of our fleeta 
lies, and directly in the line of southward 
commercial travel. The time and money 
consumtd by returning from the cruising- 
ground to coaling-stations on the main- 
land is a considerable item. But in the 
event of war, it might become of the 
greatest import to have such a depot close 
at hand. How great a part the coaling- 
station plays in modern warfare, in our 
era of steam navies, may be easily seen 
from the difficulties experienced by the 
Alabama, which traversed the world in her 
search for fueL 

Now. the first great requisite for a naval 
arsenal is a good harbor, and in that fact 
lies the great prize we have secured in 
huyiag the Island of St. Thomas. St. 
John has a good anchorage; the harbor of 
Santa Cruz is difficult, and somewhat dan- 
gerous from the shoals in and around it. 
But the harbor of St. Thomas — called, 
like the main town, Charlotte Amalia — on 
the south side of the island, is, beyond 
comparison, the finest and safest in all 
■ he Windward Islands. The famous hur- 
ricanes of the Caribbean Sea, of which 
everybody has heard, and which prevail 
all the latter half of the year, are not 
known in this magnificent harbor. “When- 
ever a ship, says a recent traveler, him- 
self a sailor, “is heard of in distress any- 
where upon the broad Atlantic, the next 
news from her may be expected from St. 
Thomas. When the sails are blown to 
shreds, the pump-bolts worn with friction 
and the crew used np, the Captain is at 
length discouraged and down-hearted with 
useless beating and banging to westward, 
then he gives the order, 'Up helm and 
square away for St. Thomas.' Down glides 
the tired ship through the fairy regions of 
the gentle trades, where the zephyrs of 
sternal simmer blow. * * But the un- 
derwriters at home, when they heard of it, 
slept with nightmares on their breasts." 

Being so favored in respect to its har- 
bor, St. Thomas is naturally an island of 
the greatest commercial importance, and 
it has well been said that "Denmark has 
made it lhe commercial exchange of the 
West Indies.” Lines of steam-packets 
from all parts of the world make it their 
principal station. One from Southamp- 
ton arrives every fortnight, and steam 
vessels from Havana and from the United 
States frequently touch here. The town 
is at the head of the bay, and is well sup- 
plied with piers, stores, and warehouses. 
Thousands of people gain their livelihood 
by repairing and refitting vessel * that nave 
put into the harbor in distress, or by load- 
ing and unloading the regular commercial 
packets. 

While, therefore, its sister islands are 
intrinsically valuable, it is easy to see that 
St. Thomas is tb* most important part of 
the proposed purchase. In area it is leas 
than banta Crnz, and only about 2.500' 
acres of it are cultivated — that chiefly 
with sugar-cane. But the truth is that the 
extraordinary commercial advantages of 
St. Tfcr m as have caused its agriculture to 
be neglected. Three thousand vesseU 
from all parts of the world annually come 
to its free harbor, and make the trade of 
the island both large and lucrative. By 
virtne of its magnificent harbor, also, St. 
Thomas becomes au mtrepot of foreign 
goods for all the islands aoout it it has 
a constant and brisk trade with the chief 
coastwise cities of the United States, Eng- 
land, France, Holland, Germany, Italy. 
Its population of 13,060 to 15,000 souls 
are almost entirely occupied with pursuits 
connected with commerce; and hence, 
though its soil is very fertile, its once 
large and valuable annual production of 
I sugar, molasses, and rum has been aban- 
doned for the more profitable work in the 
town. 

It must not be forgotten, however, that 
St. 1 he mas is aireaoy the chief coaling 
station in all that vicinity; we do not 
i therefore have to establish a station, but 
] only to acquire one already established. 
Wt have given statistics of the shipping 
which comes to this port; but for all this 
coal is provided, and the negroes and ne- 
gro women of the island have been trained 
for years in rapidly supplying it to vessel* 
in need. The coaling facilities of St. 
Thomas are quite as familiar to European 
merchants aud sailors as to our own. 

Considering, therefore, the admirable 
geographical position of “our new Dauish 
possessions, ’ if such we may call them, 
the excellence of the harbor, the unusual 
coaling facilities, the briskness of its 
trade with neighboring islands — being 
able, as it is, to import and distribute 
goods for their use more cheaply than 
they can do so themselves — there can be 
no denbt that, if we need a foothold at all 
in the West Indies, we have got the right 
one. That we are pursuing the wisest 
policy in getting snch a foothold the his- 
tory of the past, as illustrating prospective 
exigencies in peace or war to come, 
plainly shows. We must add that these 
possessions are very defensible in time ol' 
war. There will he but one port worth 
the enemy a while to attack or ours to de- 
fend. This port has a very broad and 
safe anchorage, with a narrow entrance, 
less than a quarter of a mile wide. It is 
a familiar ctuising ground for our squad- 
rcas: but a single monitor or two would 
be adequate to the defense of the 'own 
and the island against all attacks likely 
to be brought against it. — X. 1*. Time*.
